The  following  reports  and  summaries  of  the  several 
departments  and  their  activities  are  assembled  to  better 
acquaint     the      voters     with    the     operation    of    their     Town. 

At  the  beginning  of  assessing  period  on  April  1st, 
i960  the  Selectmen  had  high  hopes  of  reducing  the  tax 
rate  in  Derry  by  a  substantial  amount. 

On  Friday,  May  6,  I960,  all  of  Derry  was  shocked  by 
the  catastrophic  fire  which  started  in  the  Chelmsford 
Shoe  Co.  and  spread  eastv/ard  -wiping  out  several  blocks 
and  leaving  many  of  our  people  homeless.  Thankfully,  no 
loss  of  life  was  suffered. 

The  Selectmen  of  Derry  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly 
thank  our  townspeople  and  those  of  the  surrounding  towns 
for    their    splendid    cooperation   during    this  disastrous  fire. 

Although  the  Selectmen  were  able  to  gain  a  total  of 
$193,291.00  in  new  assessments,  we  lost  $182,295.00  in 
the  resulting  fire  which  wiped  out  all  hope  of  any  reduction 
on  the   I960  levy. 

The  new  Derry  Shoe  Co.  at  Ross's  Corner  was  completed 
in  November  1961  and  open  house  was  held  with  proper 
dedication  ceremonies  on  February  11,  1961.  This  industry 
and  the  reactivating  of  the  old  Klev-Bro  Shoe  on  Elm 
Street  by  the  Jodi  Shoe  Co.  offer  many  job  opportunities 
to  the  residents  of  Derry. 

We  trust  the  following  report  will  explain  to  the  Taxpayer 
the  operation  of  the  Town  and  cover  all  items  which  may 
be  of  interest  to  you.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 


Although  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  circulation 
during  the  past  year  we,  feel  that  the  library  is  nevertheless 
increasing  the  scope  of  its  service  to  the  community. 
Constant  use  of  the  reference  room  by  students,  material 
obained  from  the  State  Library  for  borrov/ers,  regular 
visits  from  the  Bookmobile,  visits  of  classes  from  the 
public  schools,  and  the  use  of  the  library  by  community 
groups,  all  tend  to  extend  the  influence  of  the  library  in 
the  community. 

During  the  past  year  two  out-standing  gifts  of  books 
■were  made  to  the  library.  The  Derry  Woman's  Club  gave 
$50.00  to  be  spent  for  books  for  the  Jr.  High  students, 
and  Mr.  Horace  Holiday  of  the  Holmes  and  Wheeler  Co. 
gave  over  300  books  in  "the  name  of  our  customers." 
Since  the  last  named  group  of  books  came  too  late  in  the 
year  to  be  processed  immediately  they  will  be  counted  in 
the  1961  addition  to  the  library.  Many  others  have  donated 
books     and    we     are     grateful    to     every    one    for  their  gifts. 

In  November  the  library  was  host  to  a  Neighborhood 
Meeting  sponsored  by  the  State  Library.  Librarians  and 
trustees  from  this  area  attended. 

National  Library  Week  and  Book  Week  were  observed. 
Several  grades  from  the  local  schools  visited  the  library, 
enjoyed  the  new  books  on  display  and  many  received  their 
first  library  cards. 
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Each  month  the  Derry  Garden  Club  has  displayed  a 
seasonable  flower  arrangement  with  special  emphasis  on 
Christmas  decoration  during  the  holiday  season. 

A  substantial  gift  of  money  from  the  Sweet  Adelines 
made    it   possible  to  renovate  and  modernize  the  rest  room. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  our  many 
friends  for  their  gifts  and  services  and  hope  that  the 
people  of  Derry  will  find  the  library  a  pleasant  and  pro- 
fitable place  to  visit.

You    are     hereby     instructed    to     meet     at    the     Veterans 
Memorial    Building    in    said    Town    on   the   second  Tuesday  of 
March   next,    at   ten   o'clock   in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

By  vote  of  the  Selectmen,  the  polls  for  this  meeting  will 
remain  open  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  seven 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  as  much  longer  thereafter  as 
the  Town,  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting,  may  vote.
